5» One major problam of analysis lias becomo évident» The 
contributions and ay crm thinkinc assess Giina 8 s problems £roa tlirae 
distinct points of viaw — économie, rallltary, and political» Hiis 
penal ta a fairly cleaa-cut discussion, but is not vory holpful in 
arriving at an ovor-all estima te (the problem of adding apples and 
oranges)» At this point, I an not sure nhether an ovor-all assass- 
inent can in fact be mde, be cause of the danger of being too glib 
wlth respect to a conplex problem on nfcidh llttle information is 
available» 

60 Tlie analytical probien, above, suggosts tliat the most 
simple and direct approach wold be to organise the paper into 
tliree sections* Bcoaomic, IJLlitaiy, and Political, uith a general 
Introductory section, and, if possible, an ovor-all assassinent» 

Tliere is some usaful notarial particularly in the nilitary and éco- 
nomie contributions viiich could, if the Board agréés, be incorporated 
into appendices»
